VIOLATORS OF GAME LAWS AR- 
RESTED. 

"Thou shalt not kill"— game out 
of season, is a commandment that 
will no doubt be more highly re- 
spected in the future by several men 
of the Ruddles Mills vicinity, who 
will know better next time. 

Executive Agent J. Quincy Ward, 
of the State Game and Fish Commis- 
sion, visited Paris last week, on a 
quiet inspection of conditions here. 
In company with County Game War- 
den Douglas Thomas, Sr., he visited 
the Ruddles Mills vicinity Saturday, 
where Mr. Thomas served warrants 
on the following parties, charged 
with offenses against the game laws: 

Luther Linvllle, hunting without 
license; Bedford Whitson, shooting 
rabbits out of season; Leslie Law- 
rence, same charge; Elmer Linville, 
same, and hunting without license; 
Albert Cameron, same; Ora Owens, 
hunting without license. The men 
were summoned to appear for trial 
before County Judge George Batter- 
ton. 

The State authorities give notice 
that the open season on rabbits does 
not begin until November 15. All 
County Game Wardens in the State 
will be on active duty from now on 
until the close of the season on De- 
cember 31. All hunters must have 
the proper license, and must have it 
with them when hunting. This is 
imperative, in order to avoid trouble. 
The easiest way out, as pointed out 
by Mr. Ward and Mr. Thomas, is for 
all to obey the law, which will be 
ctrictly and impartially enforced.

BALLOTS WILL 
CLERKS BUST. 



The office of clerk of the Novem- 
ber election will be no sinecure this 
time, as they will be required to put 
in a vast amount of clerical work, in 
writing names of voters on ballots, 
stubs, making out tally sheets, etc. 
At this election the voters of the 
county will be confronted with four 
ballots, while in Millersburg 
the city election will add to the 
trials and tribulations of the officials. 

THE NEWS job rooms last week 
completed and delivered to County 
Clerk Pearce Paton the ballots for 
the election to be held November 4. 
They are five in number. In the city 
of Paris the voter will be handed 
four ballots, the regular State ticket 
ballot for the two parties; the pro- 
hibiion amendment; the city election 
for Councilmen, and the $60,000 
sanitary sewer bond issue, all to be 
voted on then. Millersburg will 
have an election for Councilmen. 
In the county there will be three bal- 
lots. If we miss it not, there will be 
several cases of "pen paralysis" 
among the clerks of the election be- 
fore the returns are completed and 
ready to be delivered to the County 
Clerk's office. 



SUIT OVER MULE LASTED SIX 
YEARS. 

A law suit over a mule valued at 
$135, which has been pending in the 
Montgomery Circuit Court for six 
years between John Gremwade. of 
Mt. Sterling, as plaintiff, and Wm. 
H. Whaley, of Paris, as defendant, 
has been decided in favor of Mr.

Six years ago the case was tried 
twice in the same day without a ver- 
dict being rendered. The case was 
then assigned to the Circuit Court, 
and was four times assigned for 
trial, and passed at heavy cost to 
both litigants in court fees.

It is esti- 
mated that the costs in the case will 
aggregate over $1,000.

PARIS GIRL SEES BALTIMORE 
FROM CURTISS AIRPLANE 

Miss Clennie Lusby. formerly of 
Paris, who is now reconstruction aid 
in the U. S. Army General 
No. 2, at Fort McHenry, near 
timore, Maryland, recently had iha 
unique pleasure of inspecting Balti- 
more from an altitude of four thous- 
and feet, making the flight in an 
army Curtiss sea-plane. In a letter 
to a Paris friend, Miss Lusby tells 
something of her experience; 

"I have always said there are no 
impossible things. About twelve 
years ago I wanted to go up in a 
balloon, but my family were so 
rifled that I gave it up. Not so 
idea, however. Instead I 
have an air trip the 
that presented itself. 

"That opportunity came recently 
when properly coated and goggled, I 
entered a Curtiss seaplane, and had 
an hour's trip over the city of Bal- 
timore at an elevation of four thous- 
and feet. After being seated the 
motor was started and we glided 
along on the water for a few hun- 
dred feet, then the graceful nose of 
the seaplane slowly lifted, and al- 
most before I knew it, we were fly- 
ing along between land and sky, and 
looking at the 
rama of water, land, city, 
etc., that I have ever seen. Dizzy? 
No. Sick? No. Nor did the 
den elevation 
slight ringing in my ears after I had 
landed. 

"We were going smoothly along: 
at the rate of seventy miles an hour, 
when a sudden dip made me clutch 
the side of the car, and I realized 
that we were preparing to land. In 
a slowly narrowing spiral we at last 
reached the water, and glided into 
port, and I stepped out. having had 
a thrill such as I hardly dared ex- 
pect. The pilot told me if I cared to 
make another flight he would 
me how to steer the aircraft, so I 
expecting to mi 
soon. I may visit Paris in an 
plane some time next

GOVERNMENT WORKING TO RE- 



WASHINGTON, Oct. 27. — Prompt 
measures have been taken by the 
Mexican Government to effect the 
of William O. Jenkins, Amer- 
Consular Agent at Puebla, who 
by bandits for $125,000 ran- 
som, the State Department was ad- 
vised Thursday from Mexico City. 

The Mexican authorities, it was 
said, were acting on personal instruc- 
tions from President Carranza. The 
nature of the steps taken was not dis- 
closed. 

The department's advices reported 
that a federal force sent in response 
to the American Embassy's repre- 
sentation formed a cordon around 
Jenkin's factory and arrested five 
employees. Twenty police agents 
went to Puebla from Mexico City and 
ten special military police were sent 
by the chief of the garrison at Mex- 
ico City under orders to co-operate 
with the Puebla authorities. 

In addition to the instructions tele- 
graphed by President Carranza from 
Queretaro, the advices said the Mex- 
ican Foreign Office had telegraphed 
instructions to the authorities at Pue- 



Urgent representations were sent 
to the Mexican Government by the 
State Department as a result of the 
kidnaping. 

It was learned here that Mr. 
Jenkins was kidnapped last summer 
and held for $25,000 ransom, which 
was paid, and his ranch at Puebla 
was raided by bandits, the manager 
murdered and considerable stock 
stolen. The bandits were reported to 
have been part of a band under Cari- 
lo Arenes.

RALEIGH, N. C, Oct. 24.— North 
Carolina's riches in tobacco are re- 
flected in the September sales which 
reach the enormous total of 79,220,- 
071 pounds. 

They do not quite break the record 
for pounds sold, September of same 
month last year 72,934,420 pounds 
were sold. But it is highly doubtful 
if both months combined exceeded 
the money exchanged as the result of 
the sales this year. 

Certain it is that since the world 
began no such prices have been re- 
ceived. The prices paid for loose 
leaf are higher than fifteen years 
ago was the manufactured article. 
High grade plug and smoking to- 
bacco did not bring more than the 
warehouse goods. 

The average price paid in North 
Carolina last month was $41.10 a 
hundred. That made the September 
crop sell for more than $30,000,000 
a rough calculation showing the re- 
ported crop to have been about $32,- 
000,000. This is more than the en- 
tire sales amounted to ten years ago. 

The lowest prices paid were on two 
markets in adjoining counties, Rob- 
inson and Columbus. Fairmont sold 
at an average of $15.76 and Fair 
Bluff, in Columbus County, where 
money run is high, paid only $18.70. 

Durham sold nearly 1,300,000 
pounds and received an average of 
$70.87. 

The prices indicate what tobacco 
men have been saying always this 
year — that whatever the damage 
done to the crop by water and wind, 
the prices this year will exceed all 
the records yet made. 

Tobacco is a $100,000,000 crop in 
North Carolina. If the present prices 
are sustained and the estimate stands 
up, North Carolina will sell $150,- 
000,000 worth in the 1919 and 1920 
season.

Crops as a whole arc under aver- 
age, due to late spring and poor 
growing conditions. The drouth has 
affected every part of the State, and 
while some of the late maturing 
corn is coming out, yet as a whole 
the corn crop is not up to normal. 
The estimated average yield of corn 
this year is 23 bushels per acre as 
compared with 25 bushels average in 
1918, which also was a dry year. 
The quality is given at 85 per cent. 
The estimated production for the 
State according to above estimates 
would be something over 77 million 
bushels. 

The final estimate on wheat 
makes an average of 10.5 bushels 
per acre or a total estimated produc- 
tion of 10,983,000 bushels. This is 
considerably less than last year, but 
while the State average was increas- 
ed, the production averaged 2 bush- 
els less per acre this year. 

Condition of Burley Tobacco is 
given at 75 per cent, with an esti- 
mated average yield of 708 pounds 
per acre with about 75 per cent, of 
crop housed. Condition of Dark To- 
bacco is 81 per cent, and an esti- 
mated average yield of 794 pounds 
per acre with. 67 per cent, of the 
crop housed. The total number of 
pounds of all tobacco produced is 
given on the preliminary estimate to 
be 413,801,000 pounds. 

Hefmp is an especially short crop, 
with small acreage, and the few es- 
timates received on this would indi- 
cate a light yield. 

Yield of potatoes is indicated to 
be 59.5 bushels per acre with con- 
ditions given at 72 per cent., indi- 
cating a production of 4,165,000 
bushels this year, while sweet pota- 
toes yield is estimated at 91 bushels 
per acre with condition of 87 per 
cent., indicating a State production 
of 1,092,000 bushels. 

Grasses show as follows: 
Blue Grass, 69 per cent.; Clover, 
68 per cent.; Orchard Grass. 80 per 
cent.; Alfalfa, 75 per cent. 

Third cutting of alfalfa averaged 
1.02 ton per acre. 

Pastures are dry, but have greatly 
improved the last month. 

Stock water is scarce in many lo- 
calities. Condition of live stock is 
given at 88 per cent. 

The acreage planned for fall 
wheat is only 74 per cent, and with 
but little seeding done. This is about 
thirty-three per cent, less than last 
year's acreage. Reports would indi- 
cate that 11 per cent, of acreage 
planned had been sown October 1st. 

The preliminary estimate on acre- 
age of rye is 89 per cent., which is 
about the same as last year. 

While wheat acreage is materially 
cut, seeding is still in progress. 
Many farmers are seeding to rye and 
barley for cover crops. More and 
more ground limestone is being used 
as the farmers realize fully the value 
of its application to our soils.
